any wears ago Sir John Werschel and
others  experimented upon thess lights
with a prism. It is well known that when
a ray of light from the sun or a lamp,
after passing throngh a marrow slit, is re.
fracted in a direetion perpendicular to the
slit, it s not all equally bent, but that part
is bent less and part more, so that the light
is dispersed snd sprend out into a rainhow-
colored speotrmm, The red light is the least
refracted, and the violet light the most. This
experiment is a purt of the proof that white
light is comp of yod, yellow, green, blue,
indigo, and violet. Now, whon Herschel and
other investigators passed the light from the
alcohiol tlame, colored by alkalies, through a
slit and a prism in the same way, they found
that the hght was not spread out into a con-
tinnous spectrum from red to violet. 'I'he
yellow lght derived from sods was not dis
gﬁrmul at all, but was all equally refrangible.

neh lipght is called monochromatio, or
gingle.colored, becnuse it is not composed of
light of differept colors; and in & room illu-
minuted by such light it is impossible to dis-
tingnish colors in the least degree; but
objects which by daylight present the strong-
est confrasts in eolors, by suoh a light are
precisely alike in that respect. In the case of
the other substances the spectrum is not rve-
duced to a single line, nor is it continunons,
but it consists of several narrow lines of dif
ferent colors, meparated by black spaces.
Theso were the first chemical experiments
with the spectroseope; they did nol immedi-
ately lead to any great discoveries, on acconnt
of the irnperfect methods in whieh furtker
investigations were conducted,

Accordingly, this iostroment never at.
tracted mnch sttention until 1800, when the
researches of Kirchhoff' and Bunsen were pub-
lished. From this time may also be dated a
pew era in chemistry and astronomy. Kirch-
hoff was a young physicist, little known be.
fore; DBunsen, un eminent chemist. The
flamo they made nse of was that of the Bun-

n gas-burner, which is much better suited

spoctroscopio work than that of aleehol,

th on account of its grenter heat and also

om its freedom from sodium and other im.

urities, which impart a color to the flame,

ey proved, in a more rigorous manner than

former experimenters had done, that
the lines of the spectrum  depend
solely on the oconitituents of the flame,

and not upon its temperature. They also
showed the extreme delioacy of spectroscope-
test in many cases. A platinnm wire, which
has been cleaned by being kept at a white
heat nntil all that conld be volatlized in the
flame has been driven off, if after cooling it
is peassed once through the fingers or any
cloth, or even is allowed to remain untouchad
for some time, will, when put into the flame,
impart to it the pure yellow light which is
characteristic of sodimm. This shows that
there is common salt floating about in the air
of all our hounses, and resting upon everything
—a fact quite unsuspected before,
But what drew the most particular atten-
- tion to these researches was the discovery by
Bunsen, by means of the spectroscope, of
two new metals, For many years no new
glements had been discovered, but, on the
contrary, great doubt pravailed as to the ex-
istence of those last added to the list—pelo-
pium, norium, and terbium. The establish-
mont of the existence of another element
was regarded as a labor of many years; ' yet
in one year rubidinm and cwesium, the metals
discovered by Bunsen, were better under-
stood in their chemieal relations than a dozen
others. The reason of Lhis was that the spec-
troscopoe afforded a means of secnring the
purity of the new substances, which is
always the most difficult part of such
invasti.g_ations. Furthermore, the small
roportion (about 1-60000th of one per cent.)
fn which the new elements occurred in the
mineral water in whiah they were found, made
their discovery very surprising, Of course,
all this croated a great sensation in the scien-
gific world, and the speciroscope was soon
found in every laboratory. Two other metals,
thallinmn and indium, have since been dis-
covered by means of it; with the same cir-
cumstances of being found in extremely small
proportions, snd of becoming quickly very
wallm understood. But the chemical dis-
coveries of the spectroscope were soon to be
outdone by its performances in the realm of
astronomy. ]

The optician Fraunhbofer, in 1811, upon
obgerving the spectram of the sun with a
carefully constructed spectroscope, bhad ob-
gerved (bat it was crossed everywhere with
very fine black lines, irregularly distrilmted,
of which e mapped some six hundred. It
bad been asserted that the most conspicnons
of thess lines, ealled D, corresponded in

ition with the yellow line of sodium.
mhhuﬂ' found that this was precisely true,
gnd demonstrated by a long mathematical
rocess that, in general, a body oannot be
frn.nnpu'ent to the same rays as those with
which it ghines. Consequently, the precise
eoincidence of the yellow sodium line and the
ine D of the sun's spectrum eonld be ac-
counted for by supposing that incandescent
godinm vapor existed in the atmosphere of
he sun, which absorbed this yellow part of
the light emitted from the solid sun beneath.

In order to obtain the spectra of the heavier
metals they were made the electrodes of a
Rubmkorf coil, wheréby a heavy electric
spark wos made to pass from one piece of
such metal to another. ‘I'his spark gives the
spoctrum of the metal in the greatest perfec-
tion. By comparing the spectra of the mofals
thus obtained with the solur spectrum, four-
teon of them have been detected in the solar
stmosphere, which also contains hydrogen,

Fraunholer had remarked that the lines in
the spectra of several fixed stars were not tha
pame with those in the spectrum of the solar

ight.  As moon, therefore, as the cause of
these lines became known, several observers
pegun Lo sindy the spectrn of the stars, Only

ew of the stars have been subjected ton
horough examination. In Aldebaran have
been found hydrogen, sodium,’magnesinm,
palvium, ivom, bismuth, antimony, telln-
um, and wercury. In Betelgous (a Orionis)
have been found sodinm, wagnesium, cal-
dum, iron, andbismuth. Both of these are red
tars.

We are still far from being able to explain
the solar spota, aud the periodicity of their
fréquency. But the beginning of an expla-
nation seems to have been made by Mr.
Lockyer by moans of the spestroscope,
Among other points observed {_;y him 14 a
thickening of wome of the dark lines in n
spol, and this effect would be produced Ly a
greater atmosphorie pressure in the spot, He

The wariety of information aforded by the
speotroscope is illustrated Ly an observation
made some time ago by Mr. Huggina. He

found that the lines in Sirias (or at loast one |

of them) were digplaced; and this displace-
ment is explicable by supposing that Sirins is
moving away froim the sun with a velocit
aqual to four times the velocity of the enrt
in its orbit. Similar displacements have hoen
observed by Mr. Lockyer in some lines in the
solnr spectrum, and are explained by tha sup-
position of currents in the solar atmosphere,
The nebulas also have boen subjected to
spectroscopic examination, and have been
found to be of two distinot kinds,

| shapeless ones, the *rays,” ronnd nebulosities

about stars, and the great nebula in Andro-
meda, show extremely faint continnous spectra,
which probably show that thess nebulas are
renlly clusters of stars. On the other hand,
those which have the formy of rings, spirals,
and disks, together with the great nebula in
Orion, have spectra which consist of one,
two, three, or four bright lines, and there-
fore are certainly gaseous. Several of these,
howover, show a faint continuous spectrum
in nddition to their gas lines. ‘There is little
or no reason for thinking that any of thase
distant gases are such as are known to us on
earth, and some of them are certainly different
from any that we know

Since the application of the speciroseope
to astronomy no great comat has appearsd;
but several minute faint and tailless tele-
scopic objects moving in eccentrie orbits
about the sun have been examined. Theso
have all shown a gaseons speotrum, the gas
in two cases containing carbon, and in another
showing a line apparently coincident with ona
of the nebula-lines,

The spoctrum of the «wrwre boreolis has
often been examined. It is not always the
same, but it usually shows a greenish-yellow
bright line. In addition to this, six other
lines or bands have been secn in this spec-
trum at the Observatory of Harvard College.
All this indicates that the Inminous substance
is some gas unknown to chewmists, The aurora
i# connacted with the earth, but is above the
ordinary atmosphere. This gas must, there-
fore, be very light to extend up so high, but
by the laws of gnseous diffusion it must reach
down to the surface of the earth. Owing to
alaw of chemistry, called the law of wvapor-
volnmes, a very light gas enters into combi-
nation in verysmall proportions, nnd itis by no
menns improbable thl: the small proportions
in which this gas exists in its componnds may
account for its not haviog heen discoverod
by the chemists,
